It may be that conditions are such 
they can't attend, please report to the 
taaoher nearest you and a way will 
be provided to teach them at home. 

The ministers of our rural churches 
are asked to announce the moonlight 
schools rvoin the pulpit Sunday and 
urge their people to help. 

If Mason county will awaken to a 
realisation of the importance of erad- 
loatlng Illiteracy from our midst, if 
they will work with the seal, aht half 
tha seal with which they worked for 
the war, Illiteracy will soon be a thing 
of the past.

Muses Mills, Ky., September 30.— 
(Special to the Ledger.) — Jesse Cau- 
dlll, age 38, who moved here from 
Farmers, Rowan county, last spring, 
was tried here last Saturday by Squire 
Muse and fined ten dollars and costs 
and sentenced to Jail for a term of 3U 
days for deserting his family here. 
He has a wife and six children, four 
of whom are with their mother here, 
all being under 15 years of age and 
the youngest a baby two months old. 

CaudlU had been working on a farm 
for BUno Peck slnoa ha moved here, 
but during tha last ot August ha oon- 
olnded to go to Moorahaad and work 
on a new railroad that la under oon- 
stmotlon there. Hla wlte learned that 
he waa there loailng around, ahe not 
hearing anything trom him and being 
In destitute oircumstanoaa aha was 
compelled to ask aid from Squire 
Muse from the county to procure pro- 
visions for herself and children. So 
she procured a warrant for his arrest 
and last week Constable Wtilism Mauk 
left for Farmers and there secured 
his man aud brought him In for trial. 
Constable .Mauk took him to jail last 
Saturday evening where he goes on 
the rock pile for 61 days. He shed 
copious tears of repeutence when he 
started for the bastile at Flemlnga- 
burg. County Attorney Pumphrey of 
Flemingsburg waa present and prose- 
cuted the case and after the case was 
disposed ot made provision for iln, 
Caudtll and her small ohildran to go 
to the homa of her parents aC FoMa- 
mouth, Ohio.

Cincinnati, Ohio, September SO.— 
Bverythlng Is in readiness for the 
great battle between the Cincinnati 
Reds, champlona of the National 
League, and the Chicago White Sox, 
champions of the American League, 
the first game of which battle will be 
played at Redland field here on Wed- 
nesday afternoon. 

Cincinnati hotels groaned, Tuesday, 
under the weight of base ball enthus- 
iasm. They were the caldron lu which 
diamond discussion from the four cor- 
ners of the United States seethed. 
Above the din created by the clamor 
for rooms and accommodations; more 
highly pitched than the eternal alibi 
of the man who failed to write la ad- 
Taace, roae the Toloa of King Base 
BalL 

Tha malorttjr of the caeata who reg- 
Istared at tha prineipal botala were 
prapand tor taoonraalaaoaa. They 
aetahlly axpreas ' anrprlae whan they 
found how thorooghly the maaage- 
menta had laid their plans. Tn», 16 
men will and if necessary to sleep 
In one room, but they will be In com- 
fortable single beds.

"^If^ever, many Cinclnnatlaus, 
watching them enter the SInton Hotel, 
shook their hands in symjtathetic 
manner, saying: "It la sad to think 
bow badly these fine fellows are to be 
beaten. How cheerfully they enter 
our city, and how sadly they will go 
away!" 

William "Kid" Oleaaon, their man- 
ager, led the caravan of taxloabs In 

which the Sox went 'down town after 
arriving at Central Union Station. 

Those who, by reason of hia child- 
like name, expected to see a fair-hair- 
ed, downy-cheeked youth, were as- 
tounded to learn that "Kid ' Gleason is 
no clili'ken, as one might say. 

On ilic contrary, he is 54 years old, 
and there are streaks of gray In his 
old bead, but, he being Irish, the years 
otherwise have dealt gently with him. 

Chicago's White Sox are approxi- 
mately two and a half per cent strong- 
er for purposes of the world series 
than are the Cincinnati Reds. The 
team, with every taetor ot strength 
considered, shows aa advantage of 267 
polnls. 

The advaataca ot the Box, however, 
is greater eveo than tha two and a 
hM per eont ahows. The ehance of a 
team to overcome that handicap lies 

In just two elements— superiority ot 
pitcliinr; power over the attacking 
power of the opponent, and luck. 

In I lie coming series luck has been 
eliminated to a large extent by tli>^ eic- 
tension of the series to Ave out of nine 
games Also, It Is a notorious fact 
that In baseball luck follows the 
stronger ball club. 

However, In this comparison of the 
teams there Is no allowaaoa awda for 
the element of luck. 

The figures indicate the Reds liave 
a pitching advantage of slightly under 
2 per cent The White Sox figures 
show their attacking auperlorlty to be 
about par coat

Teachers Friday Af> 
temeoa. 

On next Ftiday aftednoon, October 
3, all school teachers in the nation 
have been asked to rha^ a letter which 
has been directed to the school chil- 
dren by Hon. Carter Olaaa, Secretary 
ot the Treasury, In regard to thrift. 
The letter which the teachers are ask- 
ed td read tollowa: 
To the School Boys and School Olrls 
of America: 

In addres^ng the twenty million or 
more school boys and girls of this 
country, 1 am addressing the citizen- 
ship—the business and lirufeislonal 
men and women, the producers and 
consumers and the home makers of 
only a few years hence. The respon- 
sibiiity of all Ihe problems of our 
country will ultimately fall upon you 
The spirit of patriotism and helpful- 
ness which you displayed during the 
world war has proved your fitness for 
your future responsibility. Your rec- 
ord in production of needed materials 
during the war, your saving of .food 
and money, and your ~ investment In 
Oovernment securltlee is a record ot 
which every- American Cltlsen Is Justly 
proud. 

It is the earnest desire of your_ Gov- 
ernment that you should continue to 
practice and make permanent those 
same habits of Industry and economy, 
that through your influence and ex- 
ample America may soon become a 
Nation of savers and cease to be a 
wasteful Nation: that this may lie a 
Nation .of people who always save 
some part ot their earnings, who 
spend money with greatest care, and 
who Invest what they aave in some 
safe place. 

I am glad to see that our school 
boys and girls have continued during 
the vaci^tion months to save their 
money and are buying Thdft and War 
Savings Stamps, thus laying aside a 
portion of the money they earn for 
some future purpose, and while tlioy 
continuing to render some service 
to their Oovernment, they are at the 
same time provldlag tor their own 
needs. 

The habit of earning and saving 
money is a most latereeting and hap- 
py one. I am sure that thla habit has 
become so fascinating to you that you 
win continue to earn and to aave 
through all the months and years to 
come and keep investing what you 
save In Government securities. 

It Is my personal hope that the les- 
sons of Thrift that are being taught 
In your school may help you to de- 
velop in your life permanent habits of 
saving and thereby lay a foundation 
for your personal happiness and use- 
fulness and ultimately for a bigger 
and better America.

Interesting Meeting uf Tobacco Men 
To Combat Antl-Tolmcco Propa- 
ganda— T. H. »ray Heads 
Oqnuysatloa. 



A meting of allied tobacco interests 
was held Monday morning at the of- 
fices of the Cincinuati Tobacco Ware- 
house Company in Cincinnati for the 
purpose of furthering the organiza- 
tion of a permanent association op- 
posed to the prohibition ot tobacco. 

The feature of the meeting was an 
address by James Arthur Seavey, New 
York, and Managing Director ot^he 
Association Opposed to National Pro- 
hibitions, who explained ia.detall the 
scope and progrees of the proposed 
prohibition ot tobacco producta gen- 
erally as fostered by the W. C. T. U. 
and various allied organisations. He 
stated that an Inaldious propaganda 
against tobaooo Is being carried Into 
iho homee of the country through the 
public achools. 

Charles L. Oray, a prominent to- 
bacco dealer of Augusta, Ky., stated 
that it will be a comparatively easy 
mutter to organize the tobacco grow- 
ers throughout Kentucky and the en- 
tire .Middle West ,once they become 
familiar with the movement which 
aims to destroy their business.

In order that their treea, plants and 
flowers may be properly watered at 
all times no matter what sort of a 
drouth strikes this section of the conn- 
try, C. P. Dleterlch A Brother, local 
florists and nurserymen artf now In- 
stalling on their farm Just Beat of tha 
city a new aystem of Irrigation which 
wlU irrigate several acres of land aad 
as the ooiapany's business ooatiaaaa 
to grow the system will be extended 
over the area of land used. 

After careful investigation Mr. 
Charles Dleterlch decided on the Skin- 
ner Irrigation system which Is now 
being installed. This system has 
pumps which pump 30 gallons of wat- 
er a minute and which make a pres- 
sure of 65 pounds to the square inch. 
The entire syetcm Is of the latest mod- 
el and equipped with all the latest 
devises which can be used about a 
green house. 

A large well has been driven on the 
farm to a depth of 88 feet The well 
waa drlvea through 86 feet of sand 
and a large volumn of water thronth 
a four Inch pipe Is fumiahed. This 
water, Instaad of city vAiter, will he 
used in irrigating the farm. 

The system is quite a large and com- 
plicated aftatr and though experts are. 
now engaged on It, the entire system 
will not likely he completed so that 
it can be used for irrigation purposee 
before next spring. 

With this latest equipment the Die- 
tericb concern is now one of the lar- 
gest and best equipped in this whole 
section ot the state. Their busineea 
is rapidly growing and has becoma so 
large as to require this very extensive 
and expensive improvement.
